Marchese 
announces bid 
for State House 


Wilmington Republican throws hat into 


ring for Miceli’ seat

WILMINGTON - Recently 
elected School Committee 
member Mario Marchese 
announced Tuesday that he is 
running for a seat at the State 
House in the November 2010 
election. Getting an early 
start, Marchese aims to raise 
awareness of his candidacy in 
Wilmington and ‘Tewksbury, 
which he will most certainly 
need to wrest the seat from 
32-year veteran, 
Representative James Miceli. 
In an exclusive interview 
with the Crier Tuesday, 
Marchese outlined his plat- 
form with an emphasis on 
conservative reform, educa- 
tion, and tax incentives for 
veterans and seniors. 
Marchese, a Republican, 
announced his candidacy 
very early in the process to 
take the time needed to reach 
the eleetorate in both towns, 
but also because he believes 
the State to be in hot water. 
“We have a complete demo- 
cratic legislature and a demo- 
cratic governor and they are 
just not getting it done up 
there. In the last election we 
voted for change, but we did- 
n’t get any real reform,” said 
Marchese. “We've, lost jobs, 
we've got higher taxes. I want 
to be proactive, get in there 


_ and change the system.” 


Marchese, a 12-year 
Wilmington resident, holds 
experience in heavy civil con- 
struction and finance as a 
Capital Projects Controller 
for Harvard Law School 
where he holds the checkbook 
for a new building project and 
performs all financial report- 
ing on that project. Though 
only elected to the School

“Marchese served with the 


Conservation Commission 
from 2004-2007, joining again 
last summer, 

Marchese says that through 
his profession he understands 
business development and job 
creation, as well as “the prop- 
er role of government in that 
process.” He is adamantly 
opposed: to higher taxes, 
including the recently 
approved sales tax increase 
in Massachusetts. 

“I am taking this on, its not 
for the money, its not for the 
glory; I’m doing this for my 
kids’ future, for all our kids’ 
futures. I look at the state of 
Massachusetts and what 
we're doing and 15 years from 
now my kids won’t be able to 
live here because there won’t 
be any jobs in 
Massachusetts,” said 
Marchese in his Crier inter- 
view. “We’re taxing the hell 
out of people. I think what the 
legislature did this year, 
instead of showing true lead- 
ership and making hard deci- 
sions, they cowered in the 
corner and put their hands up 
and said all we can do is raise 
taxes.

A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


Before the 


Town Crier

WILMINGTON Before 
there was a Town Crier, there 
was the Crusader. 

The Wilmington Crusader 
was published as a weekly 
paper from 1950 to 1964. It 
was founded as _ the 
Wilmington Mirror. 

The Mirror was founded 
about 1940 by Edward 
Manning, who had previously 
been associated with the 
Wilmington News. Manning 
lived on Glen Road, in the 
house later owned by 
Hayward and May Bliss. 

In the late 1940s, the Mirror 
was purchased by Stanley 
Bocko, publisher of the 
Billerica News. Bocko ran the 
Billerica Publishing Co. from 
the Massachusetts Mill at 95 
Bridge St. in downtown 
Lowell 

Bocko changed the name to 
the Wilmington Crusader. The 
paper carried local news on 
the front page. Inside pages 
were filled with “canned” 
material. It was a tabloid- 
sized page, 18 inches high, 12 
wide. There were very few 
photographs. 

In May 1951, Bocko hired 
Capt. Larz Neilson as editor

and Betty Downs as a corre- 
spondent. Larz had been a 
stringer - an industry term 
for a freelancer - for the 

Lowell Sun for about three 
years, after closing out a 20- 
year career in the Merchant 
Marine. Betty continued 
working with Larz for nearly 
50 years. 

The Crusader began carry- 
ing much more local news. 
Comparing the Crusader to 
the Town Crier in the early 
years, there is a consistent 
style. 

Larz initiated some columns 
and traditions at the 
Crusader, and took them 
along when he left the paper 
four years later to found the 
Town Crier. The Golden Pea 
Spoon, awarded for decades 
by the Town Crier, originated 
at“the Crusader, as did the 
‘Town Notes column. 

Instead of filler, Larz wrote 
local history and feature sto- 
ries. Often a story would 
appear based on an interest- 
ing speaker at — the 
Wilmington Rotary Club. 

Because the paper did not 
have an office in Wilmington, 
Larz worked from home, but

“Our citizens face tremen- 
dous rising tax burdens and a 
national economy in reces- 
sion. The last thing we should 
be doing is raising taxes of 
any kind. It’s. fundamentally 
anti-growth and just plain 
wrong.” 

Unseating 32-year veteran 
of Beacon Hill, 
Representative Miceli, may 
prove difficult should he 
choose to seek reelection. 
The Representative, speaking 
to the Crier, said he typically 
does not make that decision 
until the winter months 
before the April filing dead- 
line. 


“I just got elected and we 
just began this new session in 
January. I've got a full agen- 
da, running with a major bill 
on capital punishment and 
trying to garner the support 
before session ends next 
year,” said Miceli, who was 
on a major push last week. 
“T've got a lot of national peo- 
ple involved and a lot of 
republicans involved.” 

“I’m honored at being 
reelected by constituencies in 
both _ Wilmington and 
Tewksbury for many terms. I 
can look at projects in both 
towns that I've gotten funding 
for and hel; start,” said 
Miceli, referring to projects 
like the historic preservation 
of Harnden Tavern in 
Wilmington and promoting 
several home rule petitions in 

. “But most of all, I 
feel good about the trust that 
the public has put in me and 
I think I’ve reciprocated.” 

Conversely, Marchese says 
he would like to see tax relief 
for senior citizens and veter- 
ans, either on the sales tax or 
property tax. 

“Seniors are on a fixed 
income, their incomes did not 
go up with the sales tax rate. 


Is that how we're going to” 


treat our seniors who paid 
their whole lives into the sys- 


Marchese also wants to 
bring more businesses to the 
area and see companies that 
receive tax credits hire more 
local residents from 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. 
Further, he wants to see relief 
from the state for the Olin 
and Sutton Brook Superfund 
sites to help homeowners 
whose property values have 
fallen and to spur economic 
development around the sites. 
Due to the damage caused to 
Wilmington wells, Marchese 
also wants to see the state 
offer some relief on the $3 
million Wilmington must pay 
to join the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority. 

On education, Marchese 
stands opposed to charter 
schools for taking scarce dol- 
lars out of public education 
and offering an elite educa- 
tion with public monies. 

“You get out of your system 
what you put into your sys- 
tem. With the Charter 
Schools, we take money out of 
the public schools and give 
those kids a great education, 
what do we do with the kids 
left? I’m not going to pay to 
put my tax"dollars into char- 
ter schools, public money 
should be dedicated to kids in 
the public system and they 
should all be treated equally.” 

“The Democrats’ economic 
policy isn’t working. Let’s 
start bringing jobs back to 
Massachusetts,” says 
Marchese’s press statement. 
“Let’s give entrepreneurs the 
incentives they need to invest 
and succeed. Let’s encourage 
businesses to locate here and 
continue to grow our tax 
base. Let’s get out of their 
way, and help put people back 
to work.”

T’ve made a pot of tomato 
sauce (gravy) every Sunday 
morning for the last 24 years. 
Judging from your e-mails, 
I’m not alone. Our mothers 
did it, and their méthers 
before them. It’s just what 
we do — even if we don’t 
have it on Sunday, we need it 
for Wednesday night supper, 
when everyone’s looking for 
it. Surprisingly, our recipes 
don’t seem to vary. much 
across Wilmington. 


Sunday Gravy 
2 garlic cloves, fipely 
1 small onion, peeled and 


4 tablespoons olive oil 

4 cans crushed tomatoes 

1 small can tomato paste 

1 tablespoon sugar 

5-6 leaves fresh basil 

In a large pot, gently sauté 
onion in olive oil. When 
onion is translucent, add 
garlic and sauté until golden. 
Turn heat to medium low, 
and add crushed tomatoes, 
paste, 2 crushed tomato cans 
of water, sugar, and basil. 
Let simmer while ypu make 
your meatballs and sausage, 


and allow to cook at least 2 
hours after meatballs and 
sausage are added. 


Meatballs and Sausage 
1% pounds ground beef, or 1 


1 large garlic clove, finely 
minced 


salt and pepper 

olive oil for frying 

Combine all ingredients 
thoroughly in a large bowl. 
The mixture should be fairly 
moist; if it’s not, add a little 
splash of milk. By the sink, 
so you can wet your hands, 
roll meatballs—you should 
get about 18 of them. If 
you’re watching calories, 
drop uncooked meatballs 
directly into the sauce. 
Otherwise, gently fry in olive 
oil until browned on all sides, 


olive oil to your pan and gen- 


tly brown 6-8 sausage on all 
sides. Add to your sauce. 
Let the whole pot simmer for 
at least 2 hours, stiffing 
occassionally. 


Marinara Sauce 

(Unlike Sunday Gravy, 
which is a hearty sauce that 
can easily cover three 
pounds of macaroni, mari- 
nara is light, can be cooked 
in % hour, and covers 1 
pound of spaghetti.) 

% cup olive oil 

3 garlic cloves, finely 
minced 

1 large can crushed toma- 
toes 

pinch of red pepper flakes 

23 basil leaves 

salt and 

Slowly heat the oil, garlic, 
red pepper flakes, and basil 
in a large heavy frying pan, 
until garlic is golden. Turn 
heat to medium-high, and 
add tomatoes, salt and pep- 
per. Let sauce come to a 
high simmer, then lower heat 
and let simmer softly for 
about five minutes. Serve 
over a pound of spaghetti 
with plenty of Parmesan 
cheese and garlic bread.

The Wonderful World of Septic

Your System’s Distribution Box 


It seems that I’m getting a 
lot of calls from customers 
who want a second opinion 
because they’ve been told 
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need to see what’s going on 
by water jetting the lines or 
replacing the line going into 
it. This doesn’t mean that 
your system is failing; it just 
means that things get old 
and need to be replaced. 

I have so many more sto- 
Ties to tell, but the Town 
Crier doesn’t have enough 
room. Let’s talk about your 
d-box instead. 

As you know from earlier 
installments, your septic 
tank holds wastewater and 
solids which come from your 
house, and will fill up any- 
where from one to three 
weeks, depending on how 
-Many people are in your 
house, and how big your tank 
is. After that time, water 
used will go into your tank, 
then leave it through an out- 
let line and go to your d-box, 
which is a small concrete 
box, usually a 20” cube, with 
multiple pipes protruding 
from it. It's imperative that 
you. have a professional 
locate and open up your d- 
box during the first eight to 
twelve years of a system. 
Because the d-box is made of 
concrete, gasses from your 
septic water can disintegrate 
it. As the concrete turns to 
powder, covers collapse and 
sides fall in, and dirt, water, 
and septic can flow into your 
leaching field, all of which 
can mean premature failure 
of your septic system. Your

could often be found at 
George’s Restaurant in the 
Square. He carried a portable 
typewriter in the back of the 
car, and could often be found 
in a back booth at George’s, 
writing stories, 

He nicknamed George “the 
Mayor of Wilmington,” 
because of the good things 
George Spanos did for the 
people in town. George was 
especially good to the ser- 
vigemen. Nobody in uniform 
ever paid for a cup of coffee 
at George's, 

During the Korean War, the 
Crusader ran addresses of 
loeal_ servicemen in the 
months before Christmas. 
The Crusader also would send 
a free paper to servicemen. 
There were many letters from 
servicemen, saying how 
much they appreciated the 
news from home. Larz contin- 
ued this tradition at the Town 
Crier during the Vietnam 
War, except he charged one 
dollar a year for a service- 
man’s subscription. 

The phone number listed in 
the Crusader was the 
Neilsons’ home phone, 2346. 
When Larz started the Town 
Crier, he kept that number. 
The Town Crier number is 
still the same, only with the 
area code and exchange 
added, 978-658-2346, 

The Town Crier name was 
first used in the Crusader on 
May 18, 1955, when a new col- 
umn appeared by Joseph 
Alfano, Jr. 

Some of the major stories 
covered in the Crusader 
included the remarkable res- 


cue of 16-year-old Sandy 
Dupras from a runaway horse 
by Ear! Burns, driving an oil 
truck. 


Another major story was 
the closing of Harriman’s 
Tannery in North 
Wilmington, which put 60 
men out of work. 

There was consistent cover- 
age of speed skating. The 
Wilmington Skating Club was 
quite active in the 1950s. 
Janet Backman and Jeanne 
Ashworth were at the top of 
their classes in women’s 
speed skating. 

The Oct. 27, 1954 issue 
reported that the contract 
had been awarded for the 
construction of the addition 
to the high school, including 
the auditorium and gymnasi- 
um. Rich Bros. Construction 
of Boston was the low bidder 
at $839,223. 

On March 19, 1952, there 
was a front page story head- 
lined, “The whole town is 
sick, or is it?” A large num- 
ber of people were sick. 
Doctors were busy going from 
one house to another, pre- 
scribing and administering. 
One doctor said it just went 
on and on, with no peak. 
Another doctor, asked how 
many people were sick, 
replied, “How many people 
are there in Wilmington? 
Okay, subtract one, just for 
good measure.” One class at 
the Whitefield School had 50 
percent of its students out 
sick. The Board of Health, 
though, had no statistics on 
how many people were sick, 
since it only tracked commu- 
nicable diseases,

There was extensive cover- 
age of the planning for Route 
93, then known as the new 
Route 28. There were also 
many stories about plans to 
dredge streams to drain 
Wilmington’s swamps. 

The Crusader grew consid- 
erably in the early Fifties, 
with a large amount of adver- 
tising.

Upcoming Pan Mass Challenge 


Haubner giving 
back once again

When Frank Haubner first 
heard about the Pan-Mass 
Challenge bike 1ide seven 
years ago in 2002, he probably 
didn’t realize how dedicated 
he would become to the 


cause. 

“I saw an article in the 
paper about it; it was talking 
about how the people 
involved in the Pan-Mass 
Challenge did a tremendous 
amount of fundraising for 
Dana Farber through the 
Jimmy Fund,” said Haubner. 
“When I found out it was a 
bike ride as well, I brought it 
up to my wife, telling her it 
was something I could proba- 
bly do. 

“She replied by saying, ‘Well 
you always have good inten- 
tions, but you never follow 
through. 

“That is all I needed to get 
started,” he said, laughing. 

After that day; Haubner, 59, 
began to discover how much 
of an impact cancer had on 
his own life. He had already 
lost his mother-in-law to 
numerous forms of cancer, 
and his mother had been can- 
cer-free for fifteen years 
after battling breast cancer. 

Only less than a week after 
his first ride in 2003, however, 
his mother had returned to 
the hospital. Nobody in the 
family knew what had hap- 
pened, but it turned out that 
his mother’s cancer had 
come back, and she was not 
surprised when she found 
out. 

“Neither I nor my three sis- 
ters had any idea about the 
cancer, or about how she 
knew that he cancer was 
back,” he said. “The doctors 
gave her six months to live, 
and she didn’t seem the least 
bit surprised. 


“Once she died only a 
month. later, my sisters and I 
decided to go to her house to 
look at her things. When we 
came across her clothes, we 
noticed that she -had stuffed 
them with extra shoulder 
padding to give the illusion 
that she was healthy, even 
though she had been losing 
weight. We were so surprised 
that she didn’t want to tell us 
about being ill, but she must 
have been able to accept her 
cancer and didn’t want us to 
worry,” said Haubner. 

Just this year, Haubner was 
also affected by the diagnosis 
of cancer in his brother-in- 
law, who was also only given 
six months to live. 

“Anybody you talk to is 
affected by the illness, 
whether it is someone in your 
own family or in a friend’s 
family,” said Haubner. “The 
Pan-Mass Challenge is a way 
for me to help out a lot of peo- 
ple I am close to, and it is a 
good way for me to exercise.” 

Haubner also enjoys the 
bike ride because it is a way 
for him to stay active after a 
tragic accident he had in 
1970. After stepping on a 
landmine in Vietnam, 
Haubner lost his right leg 
below the knee. Getting an 
artificial leg meant that he 
would be limited to certain 
physical activity. 

“My wife loves walking, but 
I hate it,” he said. “I needed 
to find a way of exercising, 
and the Pan-Mass Challenge 
has allowed me to do that 
through all the training I 
have been doing in prepara- 
tion.” 

Haubner currently trains 
for the Pan-Mass Challenge 
with four other riders of vari- 
ous ages coming from differ- 
ent parts of Massachusetts as 
well as New Hampshire. The

group started off their train- 
ing with shorter rides averag- 
ing around 15-20 miles, and 
then they gradually built up 
to 20-25 mile rides on certain 
weekdays. Op weekends, how- 
ever, they accustomed to rid- 
ing up to 50 miles in one ride. 

Despite this season’s weath- 
er conditions, which Haubner 
said makes the rides fairly 
dangerous, the riders have 
been able to train at least a 
couple days every week. 

This year’s primary goal for 
Haubner is to raise $5,000 for 
the Pan-Mass Challenge, 
which exceeds the amount of 
$4,200 in fundraising that is 
required to participate in the 
full-length ride from 
Sturbridge to Provincetown 
He has already raised about 
$1,200, and hopes he can 
reach his goal by the dead- 
line, October 1st. 

“It’s a pain asking for 
money, but I have been 
appreciative of all the great 
support I get from the same 
people throughout the years,” 
said Haubner. “I am hopeful 
that my fundraising will 
grow; I only recently sent out 
letters and emails to my 
friends, family, and cowork- 
ers explaining my cause.” 

The experience of riding in 
the Pan-Mass Challenge for 
the past seven years has had 
a major impact on Haubner. 

“I don’t think people realize 
how many others have can- 
cer, or are going through 
chemotherapy. I have been 
affected by a lot of people in 
my life who suffer, and it 
especially breaks my heart to 
see young children going 
through it. 

“On one stop during the 
PMC ride, you see all these 
massive, six-foot posters of 
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Santullo to ride. 
for fourth time 


Tewksbury resident Lisa 
Santullo is currently prepar- 
ing to ride in her fourth con- 
secutive Pan-Mass Challenge 
bike ride, an annual event 
that raises money for the 
Dana Farber Cancer Institute 
through the Jimmy Fund. 
Since its founding in 1980, the 
Pan-Mass_ Challenge has 
raised over $240 million for 
cancer treatment and 
research, On August 2nd, 
Santullo will once again join 
in the fundraising efforts and 
ride for the cure. 

Santullo, 46, first heard 
about the PMC in 2003. 
Around the same time, she 
had also found out that her 
dog, a yellow lab named 
Samantha, was diagnosed 
with a type of bone cancer. 
As a result, her dog was 
faced with chemotherapy 
treatments very similar to 


the treatments for humans, 
and had to get one of her legs 
amputated. 

Six months after losing 
Samantha, Santullo was 
given even more devastating 
news that her father had been 
diagnosed with a rare form of 
cancer in the liver. Luckily, 
the cancer was encased, 
which meant it would be dif- 
ficult to spread throughout 
the rest of the body. A special 
surgery was performed in 
order to remove the cancer 
from the organ, and has 
allowed Santullo’s father to 
be cancer-free for five years 
now. Shortly after this, 
Santullo also discovered her 
stepmother had breast can- 
cer, 

“With all of this happening 
within a year, I finally felt 
like I should do something for 
those people who were close

to me,” said Santullo. “So, I 
decided to ride.” 

Santullo’s first Pan-Mass 
Challenge ride took place in 
2006. In her first year, she 
decided to join the 
Northshore Cyclists, which 
helped her train regularly in 
preparation for the ride. The 
Northshore Cyclists club also 
allowed her to meet people 
she would be riding with for 
her first year. 

“Riding with me were three 
cancer survivors, and 
although 2006 was their last 
year riding in the PMC, they 
have been helping me train 
ever since,” said Santullo. 

Santullo said that training 
this year has been more diffi- 
cult due to the circumstances * 
of the weather. Despite the 
rain, however, Santullo man- 
ages to ride 100-200 miles over 
a span of four to five days a 
week, 

“I typically do shorter rides 
during the week either before 
of after work, and then longer 
rides on the weekends that 
are usually 60-70 miles long,” 
said Santullo, “I think this 
has made me prepared, and 
because this is my fourth ride 
T also feel as though I have a 
lot of experience and knowl- 
edge about the ride.” 

To make up for the diffieul- 
ties of training in bad weath- 
er, Santullo is working 
extremely hard in the 
fundraising aspect of the ride. 

“I decided to make a shorter 
route this year because of the 
recession. I also thought I'd 
ask my friends and family as 
well as my coworkers for 
their support; in years past I 
had been hitting up my neigh- 
bors for the most part, but I 
know they have already given 
me more than enough sup-

port over these three years.” 

Although she had made 
some changes in-her method 
of fundraising this year, 
Santullo still managed to 
exceed her goal of individual- 
ly raising $2,000, which gives 
her a grand total of raising

“I really hope I can do this 
again next year,” she said. 
“Hopefully next year the 
economy will be better and I 
can do one of the longer 
routes again, because I would 
really like to try raising even 
more money for the PMC.

When you ride the 
PMC you feel like you are giv-

Santullo also regards the 
PMC as a learning experi- 
ence and an opportunity to 
interact with extraordinary 
people. 

“Through the PMC, I have 
met some absolutely wonder- 
ful people who are great mod- 
els and who have spent their 
lives dealing with cancer,” 
she said. “It makes people 
truly appreciate all the dona- 
tions that they have raised. 
There is also a great group of 
volunteers; they take care of 
everything from handing out 
water bottles to motivating 
every rider. 

“Everyone is so determined 
for the cause. There is just a 
lot to learn from this experi- 
ence.” 


number nine and missed an 
eight or nine footer for birdie.” 

“On the bright side, I played 
really well.

“In the 
Spring I had played a lot of 
short tight courses, but this 
type of course definitely suits 
my game better.” 

Unfortunately for Velardo, 
the morning of round 3 did not 
go as well. Once again start- 
ing on the back nine, things 
started off reasonably well for 
the former Wildcat as he 
birdied number 10, but consec- 
utive bogeys on 11 and 12 and a 
bogey on 18 dropped him to 2 
under par for the tournament 
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heading into his final nine 
holes of the third round. 

Once again, Velardo looked 
to be on a roll, with birdies on 
holes 2, 3 and 4, but a double 
bogey on the par 3 8th hole, 
which followed a bogey on the 
6th dropped him back to 2 over 
par for the round and 2 under 
par for the tournament, leav- 
ing him four shots off the lead 
heading into the afternoon's 
round 4. 

“I felt pretty good after mak- 
ing three birdies in a row, and 
then the 8th was a tough par 3, 
but I actually got off a pretty 
good swing with a three iron, 
but the wind was howling right 
to left and I ended up with a 
bad lie in the bunker,” Velardo 
said. “I had about 20-25 feet to 
go and I got a little too aggres- 
sive and it went by the hole by 
about five or six feet and then 
I missed the comeback.” 

“That was kind of a turning 
point for the worse for me. If 
I had made par then I would 
have been only two back head- 
ing into the final round and 
things might have been differ- 
ent.” 

In round 4 Velardo showed 
what he is made of not only as 
a golfer, but as a person, as 
after shooting 2 over on the 
front nine to drop to even par 
for the tournament he had 
basically been eliminated 
from contention for the cham- 


pionship, but he maintained 
his focus and shot even par on 
the back nine to secure his 
third place finish for the tour- 
nament, finishing one shot 
ahead of two golfers who tied 
for fourth. 

“Of course you want to win 
the tournament, but at the 
same time you have to hold up 
despite not playing quite as 
well as you might have liked 
to,” Velardo said. “I pride 
myself on even if I don’t feel 
comfortable and my game is 
not where I want it to be, I 
want to grind it out and do the 
best I can. I knew I was not 
going to win, but I would 
rather finish third than eighth 
or somewhere like that.” 

Velardo, who recently gradu-

“Part of it is a learning 
process,” Velardo said. + “I 
have come close to wining 
some tournaments, but just 
have not gotten it done yet. 
But if I keep putting myself in 
position to win it will happen.

kids with cancer. Everytime 
I look at them I feel so bad, 
but then I remember that I am 
helping to find a way to cure 
them. 

“It is also very overwhelming 
to see cancer survivors taking 
part in the ride as well,” he 
said. “All the support you 
receive from the other riders 
and even patients is unbeliev- 
able. I can’t even describe it.” 

One of the most_important 
things Haubner has learned 
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from the Pan-Mass Challenge 
is to never take his life for 
granted. 

“Sometimes after I ride, my 
leg can be in a lot of pain,” he 
said. “But usually I can just 
temporarily take my artificial 
leg off and allow the pain to 
subside for a few days. 

“The way I see it, people with 
cancer cannot just take a 
break from it like I can with 
my leg; they are in constant 
suffering and go for treat- 
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ments almost everyday. I am 
willing to be in pain for a few 
days to help end a patient’s 
suffering for good. I’ve 
learned that there are many 
people out there less fortunate 
that I am.”

History came alive in the 
skies over Lawrence, the 
North Shore, and much of the 
Middlesex East area last 
week, as a B-17 bomber 
offered aviation enthusiasts 
the chance to ride in an actu- 
al wartime relic, while giving 
those on the ground a view 
rarely seen these days - a 
wartime thumper that rained

down destruction in its day, 
passing directly overhead. 
The Liberty Foundation’s 
“Liberty Belle” B-17 Bomber 
made its first-ever visit to the 
Boston area last week, offer- 
ing rides to those that could 
afford the price tag ($395 for 
Liberty Foundation members 
and $430 for non-members), 
but prior to opening up the 
tarmac to the public, organiz- 
ers allowed members of the 
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media to take a tour and 
flight, as well as some area 
World War II veterans who 
were on hand for the event. 

The Liberty Foundation’s 
B-17 “Liberty Belle” is one of 
only 14 B-17’s that still fly 
today. The B-17, dubbed the 
“Flying Fortress” as a result 
of her defensive fire power, 
saw action in every theater of 
operation during WWII. The 
majority of all WWII B-17’s 
were operated by the 8th Air 
Force in Europe and partici- 
pated in countless missions 
from bases in England deep 
into enemy territory. 

There were 12,732 B-17’s 
produced between 1935 and 
1945. Of these, 4,735 were lost 
in combat. Following WWII, 
the B-17 saw combat in four 
more wars. B-17's saw service 
in Korea, Israel used them in 
the war of 1948 and were even 
used during Vietnam 

One off those veterans on 
hand last week who remem- 
bered the aircraft well was 
Woburn’s Al Audette. 

Audette, 87, served as a 
gunner and radio operator in 
B-17s in 30 missions over the 
English Channel, and had 
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LOCAL VETERANS AND 
SOME LUCKY RESI- 
DENT got a _ chance 
recently fly aboard a B-17 
bomber. The Liberty 
Foundation’s ‘Liberty 
Belle’ is one of only 14 B-17 
bombers that still fly 
today. Woburn veteran Al 
Audette as well as 
Methuen Bruno Turchi 
“right) were just some of 
the veterans who got a 
chance to take to the sky 
once more. 


nothing but praise for the air- 
craft itself and those that 
piloted them. 

“This is the baby that 
saved our lives,” said Audette. 
“Without it, we would’ have 
never made it back. It was a 
great flying machine.” 

“They say a bomb has no 
conscience, but a pilot has a 
conscience,” said WW II vet- 
eran Bruno Turchi, a resident 
of Methuen. “But the pilots 
have a conscience, and the 
pilots who handled these 
planes were some of the best 
in the world. We owe them a 
great deal, because without 
them a lot of us would have 
never come home.” 

“Liberty Belle” was built 
toward the end of the war and 
never saw any combat. It is 
painted in the colors and nose 
art of the original “Liberty 
Belle” B-17 that flew countless 
missions with the 390th bomb 
group of the mighty 8th Air 
Force. 

The Liberty Foundation’s 
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B-17G had an interesting post 
war history. Sold scrap in 1947 
to a mining company, in short 
order it was sold again to 
Pratt & Whitney for the sum 
of $2,700.00. Pratt & Whitney 
operated the B-17 until 1967, 
in which it was heavily modi 
fied test bed for their 'T-34 & T- 
64 turbo prop engines thus 
making it a five engine B-17. 

In 1968 the B-17 was then 
donated to the Connecticut 
Aeronautical Historic Society 
Unfortunately, in 1979 the B-17 
was heavily damaged in a tor- 
nado that threw another air- 
plane onto the B-17's mid-sec- 
tion breaking her back. The 
wreck was stored until 1987 
when acquired by an aviation 
enthusiast in Florida with the 
intent to restore the aircraft 
In 1992 the slow laborious task 
of restoration began. 

The turn of the century 
saw the B-17 sold again to 
Don Brooks of the Liberty 
Foundation. Mr. Brooks, 
whose father flew B-17's with 
the 390th bomb group during 
WWII, founded the Liberty 
Foundation, a non-profit 
museum dedicated to preserv 
ing our aviation heritage, and 
funded the complete restora 
tion of the B-17 back to her 
full wartime configuration as

Potter, meet puberty. 

There don't seem to be 
any cases of acne at the 
Hogwarts school in the 
"Harry Potter" films, but as 
this latest installment 
proves, when it comes to 
teen heartbreak, despairand 
adolescent rage young wiz- 
ards with wands are as sus- 
ceptible as those without. 

The most satisfying 
accomplishment of David

With each battle, 
however, Harry grows in 
stature and in his own 
understanding of his place 
in the world as "The Chosen 
One." 

It's this new confidence 
of Harry's that moves the 
story line forward. When he 
returns to Hogwarts, we 
meet a new faculty member, 
as seems to be the custom in

In Slughorn's potions 
class, Harry ends up with a 
used textbook that 
belonged, according to the 
inscription, to the "Half- 
Blood Prince" of the title. 
As Harry and his friends, 
including Ron, Hermione 
(Emma Watson) and Ginny 
Weasley ponder a changing 
and scary world that seems 
to include evil at the very 
door of Hogwarts, we're 
also immersed in the mun- 
daneness of their social 
lives, which adds a. needed 
sliver of humor to what is 
darkening story line. 

The iconic Dumbledore 
(Michael Gambon) plays an 
important role, as does the 
crucial Severus Snape (Alan 
Rickman), along with the 
blond and malevolent Draco 
Malfoy (‘Tom Felton), who's 
got a new dark scheme 


ous, scary, and touching - 
and definitely not a little 
kid’s movie. Potter is grow- 
ing up, and the producers 
realize his audience is too. 


“BRUNO” 
GRADE: *** 
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Flamboyant Austrian 
fashion talk show host 
Bruno decides that he wants 
to become an A-list celebri- 
ty in America, but every 
attempt he makes turns out 
badly for him. 

That’s the whole plot 
behind ‘Bruno’. If it seems 
kind of simple, that's 
because it means nothing to 
the rest of the film. Just 
like in his film Borat, come- 
dian Sacha Baron Cohen 
mixes reality with scripted 
comedy to show a look at 
America that most 
Americans will be very 
uncomfortable with. 

He learned a lesson with 
Borat though - a story can 
really sell the stunts. And 
so this loosely sewn togeth- 
er set of gags shown in a 90- 
minute tale is much more 
entertaining than they 
would have been on their 
own as they were in -his 
HBO program ‘Da Ali G 
Show’ 

Many may have thought 
he was pushing the bound- 
ary of decency with Borat, 
and he was, but Bruno is 
even more offensive, on so 
many levels. Whether it's 
the one of dozens of thomo- 
sexual jokes, the African 
baby he adopts, the Ron 
Paul seduction, or the 
many, many full nude 
scenes, this movie crosses 
the line to the point where 
you wonder if the MPAA 
even watched it. 

That being said, it is 
funny. Really funny. I 
found it hard not to laugh at 
the many antics and sketch- 
es. I felt bad for some of the 
folks, such as Ron Paul and 
the poor preacher he picks 
on. I actualy ws disgusted 
by others, such as the par- 
ents of the babies he inter- 
views for a casting session. 
But regardless - I laughed at 
all of it. If he's good at one 
thing here, it's pointing a 
finger at how silly 
America’s obsession with A- 
list celebrities really is. 

Unlike Borat though, the 
story is not as good and the 
character of ‘Bruno’ is not 


as likable. Cohen and com-. 


pany probably upped the 
comedic ante a notch 
because they knew this and 
had to get fannies in the 
seats somehow. While 
Borat was just as silly, the 
narrative was _ strong 
enough to earn an Oscar- 
nomination for screenplay, 
and this story doesn't have 
a chance of that happening. 

On the whole, Bruno 
seems more contrived than 
Borat, boasting mare obvi- 
ously staged routines - but 
that doesn’t mean you'll 
laugh any less.

light spills into the partially two-story entry through those 
windows, and more washes down through a wide, multi- 
paned window on the upper level.

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Feds push mortgage companies to modify more loans

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Obama administration, 
scrambling to get its main 
housing initiative on track, 
extracted a pledge from 25 
mortgage company execu- 
tives to improve theif 
efforts to assist borrowers 
in danger of foreclosure. 

In an all-day series of 
meetings Tuesday at the 
Treasury Department, gov- 
ernment officials reached a 
verbal agreement with the 
executives for a new goal of 
about 500,000 loan modifica- 
tions by Nov. 1 and stressed 
the program's urgency. 

The sessions came amid 
concerns that the Obama 
administration will fall far 
short of its original goal of 
helping up to 3 million to 4 
million troubled borrowers 
with modified loans. 

As of this week, only 
about 200,000 borrowers 
were enrolled in three- 
month trial loan modifica- 
tions, out’ of about 370,000 
who were offered modifica- 
tions by mortgage compa- 
nies. 

"Today's meeting was an 
opportunity to identify ways 
to accelerate the program 
and bring relief faster,” 
Treasury Secretary Tim 
Geithner said in a state- 
ment. 

But mortgage companies 
also say the Obama admin- 
istration = which 
announced the program in 
February — left the public 
with the impression that 
the program would be 
instantly available. 

"It was very difficult as 
an industry as a whole to 
try to live up to those 
expectations" said Dan 
Frahm, a Bank of America 
spokesman, who described 
Tuesday's meeting as a 
"realistic" exchange about 
how the industry can 
improve its efforts and pos- 
sibly expand the loan modi- 
fication effort to more bor- 
rowers. 

For months, borrowers, 
housing counselors and 
activist groups alike com- 
plain that the process is a 
confusing, bureaucratic 
nightmare. 

"There needs to be a lot 
more accountability and 
oversight," said Brenda 
Muniz, legislative director 
for the community group 
ACORN, which has been 
holding protests around the 
country to draw attention to 
the slow progress of the 
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administration's plan. 

Mortgage companies, 
she said, are "doing things 
that are just outright pro- 
hibited" under the plan. 

Housing counselors say 
borrowers are being 
charged upfront fees and 
given inaccurate or confus- 
ing information about the 
program. The delays are 
long and, in some cases, 
lenders continue the fore- 
closure process while loans 
are being reviewed for a 
modification. 

On Tuesday, an activist 
group in Minnesota filed a 
lawsuit seeking to stop 
home foreclosures in that 
state. Mark Ireland, an 
attarney with the 
Minnesota-based 
Foreclosure Law Relief 
Project, said the govern- 
ment has failed to establish 
the procedures needed to 
ensure the fair and uniform 
administration of the pro- 
gram. Loan servicers are 
not required to tell a home- 
owner why they were denied

Alfred Robinson, 41, a 
bus driver in Kansas City, 
finally got a loan modifica- 
tion this month after a two- 
month struggle. He original- 
ly was told in early May 
that his income was too 
high to qualify and was 
offered a different — and 
much less favorable — loan 
modification by Washington 
Mutual, now owned by 
JPMorgan Chase & Co. 

But two months later, the 
lender reversed course and 
offered him the Obama plan 
— that would lower his pay- 
ment to about $950 a month. 
“They just dropped it a hun- 
dred bucks," he said. A 
Chase spokesman declined 
to comment.

Many servicers didn't 
get set up to deal with the 
surge in problem loans and 
modifications until this 
year, said Thomas Lawler, a

It's a bit of an indictment 
of the whole mortgage serv- 
icing industry." 

The industry, meanwhile, 
says the Obama administra- 
tion's program isn't exactly 
simple to set up.
